Hundreds of millions of dollars 
of the taxpayer’s money can be 
saved annually by a consolida­ 
tion of overlaping and compet­ 
ing government agencies, Sen­ 
ator William H. King (D) of 
Utah, declared today in urging 
adoption of the Byrd resolution 
for a senate inquiry into new 
federal 
administrative 
econo­ 
mies.

would authorize a senate com m it­ 
tee to d raft a program for elim in­ 
ating unnecessary commissions and 
bureaus, consolidation of sim ilar ac­ 
tivities in various departm ents and 
reduction of personnel in the gov­ 
ernm ent service. 
I t has been tied 
up in the senate com m ittee on con­ 
tin g en t expenses, headed by Sena 
tor Byrnes (D) of South Carolina 
a W hite House spokesman. 
Administration Opposes Probe 
There have been intim ations the 
adm inistration does not desire the 
inquiry this sum m er, in the m idst of 
a presidential cam paign. 
Rum ors 
also are current, an effort will 
be 
m ade to lim it the appropriation for 
the inquiry to $10,000 although the 
senate com m ittees on rules recom ­ 
m ended a $50,000 fund. 
Byrd privately served notice th at

$769,000 has been spent since M arch 
4, 1933, on senate investigations. 
King, obviously aroused by the 
recent trem endous increases in the 
num ber of federal 
employes, 
de­ 
clared the senate should act on its 
own initiative to force economies 
in th e adm inistrative departm ents. 
He pointed out the federal person­ 
nel in W ashington alone has in ­ 
creased from a 64,000 “peak” in 1929 
to a 107,000 “m inim um ” this year. 
He added there had been like in ­ 
creases “in the field.” 
“Only a few years ago,” said King, 
“the en tire expenses of the federal 
governm ent were less th an one bil­ 
lion dollars per annum . Since then, 
th ere has been so m any increases in 
bureaus, agencies and organizations 
and in th e num ber of employes as 
to swell th e cost of governm ent by 
billions of dollars. 
I t requires be­ 
tw een $1,300,000,000 and $1,400,000,- 
000 ju st to pay the salaries 
and 
com pensation of the vast arm y on 
th e federal payrolls.”

penitentiary, Pittsburgh. 
T ransfer­ 
red to the Rock view' prison farm , lie 
escaped on Oct. 14, 1924, and since 
had been unheard of by authorities 
until his recent arrest in Detroit. 
Acting to forestall efforts to fight 
extradition, W arden Stanley Ashe of

penitentiary 
him self re ­ 
ceived the com m onwealth’s signed 
and sealed extradition request here 
late Thursday. Y esterday m orning, 
the commonw’ealth secretary’s office 
received a letter from Ow'sley’s em ­ 
ployer in Detroit, asking th at ex tra­ 
dition proceedings be held up pend­ 
ing an appeal to Gov.

Loss of property by th eft or b u r­ 
glary is an allowable deduction, and 
need not be incurred in trade or 
business. Hence, the loss occasioned 
by the th eft of jewelry or an au to ­ 
mobile used for pleasure and con­ 
venience is deductible. It m ust be 
established, however, th a t the prop­ 
erty actually was stolen. 
Should

leave the owner in 
doubt 
as 
to 
w hether it was stolen or last, the 
claim would not be allowed. 
Lasses from wagering transactions 
are allowable only to th e extent cf 
the gains from such transactions.

There is now $254.000 000 in the 
adjusted certificate sinking fund, 
and this with the $1.746.000.000. he 
said, would be more than sufficient 
to pay off every veteran in full. 


Health Officer 
Issues Statement 


Seeks Co-operation Of Resi­ 
dents In Halting Scariet 
Fever Development 


In connection with a number of 
cases of scarlet fever prevalent in 
the city at the present time, the 
following statem ent is made today 
by the city health officer. 
There are now 13 cases of scarlet 
fever under quarantine in the city. 
They are of moderate severity. 
Five of these cases are pupils of 
Aruthur McGill school. These cases 
have all been reported since the 
first of February. 
Investigation has developed that 
their onset can be traced to a mild 
case occurring in Grade 1, which 
was not recognized by the parents 
of the pupil who failed to call their 
doctor, and returned the child to 
school after a few days absence. 
Prompt and careful co-operation be­ 
tween the city health department, 
the school physician and the parents 
will cut short the prevalence of 
scarlet fever in this school. 
The work of the school and health 
authorities will be greatly helped if 
parents will observe the following 
rules: 
1.—if your child is feverish and 
has a sore throat keep it at home 
and CALL YOUR DOCTOR. 
2.—Don’t permit ycur children to 
enter other children's homes. 
3.—Don’t attend any neighbor­ 
hood 
parties 
or 
entertainm ents 
where children are present.

spite of the large increase in the 
volume of bank deposits, the pur­ 
chasing power of the country as a 
w’hole is still relatively very limited. 
Millions of people are still depend­ 
ent for a livelihood on the govern­ 
ment, and unemployment is still 
very widespread. 
“An increase in the price of com­ 
modities. therefore, can result only 
from speculation. 
Such a develop­ 
ment, however, can be only of short 
duration and must soon collapse. 
“The situation as regards real es­ 
tate Is somewhat different. 
Here 
one must bear in mind that the 
mortgage credit system in the coun­ 
try is still badly crippled and that 
the banks, in view of their recent 
experience, are hesitant in making 
new loans on real estate. FYom the 
foregoing analysis, one may con­ 
clude that there does not seem to 
be any real danger of inflation in 
commodities and real estate. 
“The danger of inflation in the 
security market arises out of the 
budget deficit of the government, 
which, in turn, through the sale of 
bonds to the banks, results in an 
increase in the volume of deposits.”

The plan will apply to 
the .senior high school classes 
Dr c. C Oreen. superintendent 
brought the subject up Thursday 
night when he made the following 
statem ent 
Recent statistics reveal the fol- 
1 owing Interesting farts: 
During 
the past fifteen years 
the 
total 
am ount expended for high schools! 
in this country 
has 
more 
than! 
doubled and today amounts to $660.- , 
000,000 each year. 
During the same \ 
period the enrolm ent has trebled 
and today there art* 0,000,000 young 
men and women Attending our high 
schools. 
It Is only a few years since vari­ 
ous artificial incentives were advo 
ri»tcd to induce young peoplr to re­ 
main in school« 
The necessity fori 
such devices no longer appears to I 
he necessary. Young Americans with 
unanimity have accepted our a r­ 
gument that a secondary education 
Ls desirable for all. 
Their acquies­ 
cence was encouraged obviously by 
the lack of employment created by 
the depression and the more recent 
child labor laws. 
The financial situation created by 
this condition is difficult in itself 
but other 
considerations 
equally 
serious challenge the attention of 
educational authorities who study 
their problem. 
At this time we de­ 
sire to direct your attention to two 
ol these, namely, “misfit pupils’* and 
t he underprivileged supern o r m a l 
pupils. 
By the “m islit” we mean the pu­ 
pil who does noi possess the native 
m ental ability to profit by the in- 
•st ruction offered. 
In the country at 
large it. has been estimated 
that 
20% of the pupils enrolled in the 
high schools belong to this class. If 
this percentage holds in New Cas- 
tle we have about 1.000 “m isfits” in 
our Junior and senior high schools. 
The problem created by this group 
is not an isolated one but is re­ 
lated to the other problem men­ 
tioned above. While these “misfits'’ 


demand a “parking place for the 
Jobless” <>r, if they are sincere stu­ 
dents, pursue courses of doubtful 
value their presence in the classes 
seriously retard those pupils who 
are endowed by their Creator with 
minds capable of fine educational 
achievement. 
Much has been said about the u n ­ 
derprivileged child, 
referring, 
of 
course, to those who are mentally or 
physically handicapped. 
Too much 
cannot be sit id in favor of giving aid 
to the.se unfortunate young people, 
but we must not forget these other 
young people who are not given an 
opportunity for a degree of educa­ 
tional development commensurate 
th their native ability. 
F believe 
there Is only one satisfactory' solu­ 
tion for this problem and that .solu 
tion involves the segregation of the 
super-normal group under a suit­ 
able curriculum and a selected corps 
of instructors. 
» “These misfit pupils; should be 
Segregated” said Dr. Oreen, “to the 
end th at normal .super-normal chil­ 
dren may go forward and 
themselves for college. 
"A lot of pupils take the academic 
course who never should take it” 
said ,J. H. Mellvenny “and I think it 
would be a fine idea if some ad­ 
justment could be made in this re­ 
spect.*'

The modem mother who draws 
much of her wisdom from the psy­ 
chology class, may welcome a word 
of practical advice from Miss Ade­ 
laide Werner, a member of the Girl 
Scout national staff, who was in 
Eli wood City Friday, and in New

“There is no better way to get a 
perspective on your own children 
than by observing other people’s,” 
said Miss Werner, “and there is no 
sharper spur to self-education than 
leadership of Girl Scout troops.” 
“The Girl Scouts,” Miss W erner 
explains, “deal with three ages of 
girlhood. They have Brownies, aged 
from seven to ten, and Girl Scouts 
who fall roughly into two categories, 
ten to fifteen and fifteen to eigh­ 
teen." 
Interesting girls in the program 
presents no difficulty to this or­ 
ganization.” said Miss Werner, “for 
here is everything that appeals to 
them from baby care to dancing* 
from horsemanship to hostessing at 
their own parties.”
